Beating ‘Tracks To 


Abyssinia’s: Jungle. War Front: 


IN THE ABYSSINIAN BUSH, Feb. 4 (Reuter).—This is the sixth day of our 


trek into unexplored wilderness, and although fatigued and with rations low and 


trucks battered, we. aye sighted our objective on the far-off horizon. 


We can now look back on 


many score of miles of track blazed through bush and forest 


and sometimes through raging bushfires, and know that the success of our safari is assured, and 
soon our tracks will be transformed into the first British road in Abyssinia. : 


This ‘ expedition, which in 
peacetime would havo taken 
weeks of careful. preparation, 
was undortaken at 12 hours 
notice with no different develop- 
ment than one would-take in a7 
trip from London to the coast. 

We sturted witha convoy of British 
and forelgn vehictes, but two days 
later abanduned the forelgn vehicles 
which could not: survive the severe 
conditions, + wethest ears

tribes, has erupted, throwing out 
molten Iava and red-hot ashes,

Masai Belief . 

The Mnssal regard the mountain 
as the holy source of all blessing 
and benefits for the race. 

The 1917 rumblings, the Masot 
believed, were due to lowing cattle 
which would come out from the 
mountain and make the tribes- 
men wealthy. 

When the “eruption, died down, tho 
Masaol performed claborate  cere~ 
monies at the foot of the mountain. 
‘After o- pilgrimage with cattle and 
goats they poured blood and milk 
over the sacred soil. 

The “Mountain of. Gold” is very 
steep and dificult to climb, and the 
Mami have always refused to guide 
travellers to the “Pyramid of 
Beauty,” as It fs also known.

_ ‘THE POOR RELATION 
IN his more‘ eloquent days, 
Mussolini used often to proclaim 
the joy of living dangerously. A 
twin theme wag the “degenerate- 
ness” of the democracies; only 
“young” nations such as Italy 
were fit to live and have a future. 
Actually, Fascism sits in’ the 
place—rather unworthily —of' 
one of the oldest European 
civilisations, but that seems not 
to be-considered by the Duce to 
be a contradiction in terms, ° 


In considering the colossal 
humbug that is the Fascist 
State, it must_be noted that-this_ 
valiant system, which was sup- 
posed to glory in war, has not 
only failed to distinguish itself 
) therein, but also’ obviously 
wanted to get its share of the 
spoils ‘without even fighting for 
them. : 


Mussolini’s great moment 
came when France was down 
and out. In a manner that 
earned for him the contempt of. 
all the world he sought to’ stab 
her in the back when gho could 
not retaliate. If he hoped that 
a share: of France's colonics 
would promptly bé- handed over 
to him, he ‘has been sadly diss 
illusioned. His soul-mate. in 
Berlin has other ideas about 
that, : ‘ 


Mussolini also calculated that, 
with France out of the war, the 
surrender of Britain would come 
as a matter of course und in very 
short time. There would thus 
be two Empires for carving up, 
with, if not the lion's at least the 
jackal’s share for Italy. That 
was another bitter disillusiqn- 
ment to the lesser dictator, 


To compensate for these set- 
backs, he. reckoned that Greece 
was to be had for the asking, 
and that thereby the “Mare 
nostrum” idea would be brought 
a little nearer to reality.. Again 
the’ Duce’s calculations were 
awry, and the Mediterranean, so 
far from being his sea, is moro 
beset “with pitfall and with gin” 
for the Italians’ than {t ever was. 
He has in-fact well nigh Jost his 
‘own Empire. oo ;

Returning to Hongkong he started 
his own practice, He eventually 
received recognition of his war 
services by the Hongkong Govern- 
ment by his appointment ‘as a Mem- 
ber of the Medical Board, being the 
first Chinese doctor so honoured. ° 

His connection with the St John 
Ambulance Brignde dated back to 
the days when he was M. O, in 
England and listed until his death. 
He was actually one of the first 
Chinese Corps Surgeons ever ap- 
pointed by the Headquarters in 
London, 

His other activities were numerous; 
he was President of the local Chinese 
Y.M.C.A, Chairman of the Tung

Undismayed
